DETROIT 'AP> — A U. S. 
District Court jury took only 
two hours Thursday to convict 
Robert 
Bradford 
Murphy. 
46, 
and his wife. Elizabeth, 32, of 
possessing 210 rare documents 
stolen from

chives in Washington, D. C. 
The Murphys each could 
be 
sentenced to IO years in prison 
and fined $10,000. Judge Thomas
